On Friday afternoon of last week 
news was received here that the gov­ 
ernment reservoir was p ou ring its vast 
volu me of water throu gh a break in 
its bank, some distance from the dam 
p rop er, and that the flood, reeemb’ing 
a mighty river, was ru nning throu gh 
the valley of Pelican Creek toward 
the Mississip p i river. 
The dam is in charge of Neil Mo- 
Kay, and his instru ctions were to hold 
seventeen feet of water, the reservoir 
having been bu ilt to hold twenty, and 
on Wednesday the gau ge registered 
sixteen feet, bu t shortly after that 
Mr. McKay noticed a fall of some 
inches. 
As there was not a drop of 
water ru nning throu gh at the dam 
Mr. McKay knew something was 
wrong and he p roceeded to investigate 
the matter, finding the water ru nning 
over the bank near what is known as 
Long Lake. 
He immediately dis­ 
p atched a cou rier to Brainerd to notify 
Major Jones, the government engi­ 
neer, at St. Pau l, and that gentleman 
sent back the information that he 
wou ld come at once. 
The water con­ 
tinu ed to ru n throu gh the op ening, 
filling the small lakes into which it 
was p ou ring, and at abou t 5 o'clock 
the mighty volu me came roaring down 
Pelican Creek, having taken ou t a 
section of the reservoir bank some 
200 or 300 feet wide. At Kimball’s 
p lace the water rose so rap idly that it 
was with difficu lty that the hou sehold 
goods and stock were gotten to a 
p lace of safety, bu t with the help of 
several teams which, lu ckily, were 
there, nearly everything of that de­ 
scrip tion! was bavod, bu t the mighty 
river cau sed destru ction to his bu ild­ 
ings. 
His large log barn was carried 
down stream and lodged on the 
meadow a long distance from its 
original resting p lace, au d the earth 
and fou ndation was washed from 
u nder his hou se, cau sing it to fall into 
the stream and comp letely wrecking 
it, and also destroying all the smaller 
ou tbu ildings. 
His large frame barn, 
standing farther u p the hill, was saved 
by ru nning gu y-rop ea from the bu ild­ 
ing to some large trees. The orop s 
on the low land were all washed ou t, 
and the meadows on Pelican Creek 
and also on Pine River, have been 
destroyed, whieh is severe loes to the 
p eop le in that vicinity. 
The gates of the dam were raised 
as soon as the flood began, in order to 
draw as mu ch of the water into Pine 
River as p ossible, bu t the water still 
continu ed to ru o throu gh the break at 
last accou nts. 
As soon as Major Jones 
arrived he p u t a large crew of men at 
work constru cting a temp orary dam 
at the foot of Cross Lake in order to i 
shu t off the water from the break u u - 
til the 
*'',i 
it is exp ected this work will be com­ 
p leted by the end of the week, bu t it 
will take some time to rep air the dam­ 
age to the reservoir wall. 
This vast flood of water fou nd its 
way into the Mississip p i, and, as a 
consequ ence, the water raised rap idly. 
At Dr. J. L. Camp ’s p lace on the 
Mission, the flood has backed u p over 
his farm, and his foreman was obliged 
to abandon the hou se and move the 
stock to high lau d and his damage 
will be considerable. 
The wrater in the Mississip p i river 
at the p u mp hou se raised fou r feet oo 
accou nt of the flood and has p ractic­ 
ally been at a stand still at that stage 
since Monday night.

A. T. Kimball's Stopping Plaoe la Reins— 
Water Still Running Through 
the Breek. 


On Friday afternoon of last week 
news was received here that the gov 
eminent reservoir wan pouring its vast 
volume of water through u break in 
its bank, some distance from the dam 
proper, and that the flood, resembling 
a mighty river, was running through 
the valley of Pelican Creek toward 
the Mississippi river. 
The dam is in charge of Neil Mo- 
Kay, and his instructions wore to hold 
seventeen feet of water, the reservoir 
having been built to hold twenty, and 
on Wednesday the gangs registered 
sixteen feet, but ebortly after that 
Mr. McKay noticed a fall of some 
inches. As there was not a drop of 
water running through at the dam 
Mr. McKay kn^w something 
wrong and he proceeded to investigate 
the matter, finding the water running 
over the bank near what ie known as 
Long Lake. 
He immediately dis­ 
patched a courier to Brainerd to notify 
Major Jones, the government engi 
neer, at St. Paul, and that gentleman 
sent back the information that he 
woald come at once. The water con­ 
tinued to run through the opening, 
filling the small lakes into which it 
was pouring, and at shoat 5 o’clock 
the mighty volume came roaring down 
Pelican Creek, having taken out a 
section of the reservoir bank some 
200 or 300 feet wide. At Kimball’s 
place the water rose so rapidly that it 
was with difficulty that the household 
goods and stock were gotten to a 
place of safety, but with the help of 
several teams which, luckily, were 
there, nearly everything of that de- 
scriptiod was raved, but the mighty 
river caused destruction to his build­ 
ings. His large log barn was carried 
down stream and lodged on the 
meadow a long distance from its 
original resting place, and the earth 
and foundation was washed from 
andor his house, causing it to fall into 
the stream and completely wrecking 
it, and also destroying all the smaller 
outbuildings. His large frame barn, 
standing farther ap the hill, was saved 
by running goy-ropes from the build­ 
ing to some large trees. The crops 
on the low land were all washed out, 
and the meadows on Pelican Creek 
and also on Pine River, have been 
destroyed, which is severe loss to the 
people in that vicinity. 
The gates of the dam were raised 
as soon as the flood began, in order to 
draw aa mach of the water into Pine 
River as possible, bot the water still 
continued to ran through the break at 
last accounts. As soon as Major Jones 
arrived be pat a large crew of men at 
work constructing a temporary dam 
at the foot of Cross Lake in order to 
shut off the water from the break un- 
tU the dsthege o o ii tZ TTJTTi 
it is expected this work will be com 
pleted by the end of the week, bat it 
will take some time to repair the dam 
age to the reservoir wall. 
This vast flood of water found its 
way into the Mississippi, and, as 
consequence, the water railed rapidly, 
At Dr. J. L. Camp’s plaoe on the 
Mission, the flood has backed up over 
his farm, and his foreman was obligee 
to abandon the house and move the 
stock to high land and his damage 
will be considerable. 
The water in the Mississippi river 
at the pump house raised four feet on 
account *of the flood and baa practic­ 
ally been at a stand still at that ataga 
since Monday night.

Mr. J. F. Guilmarttn has discovered 
a new variety of potato bug on his! 
place, on the W hite Bluff Shell road. 
about a mile and a half beyond the 
toll gate. If the nature of this insect 
is not invest igated and soon means of 
destroying it discovered, It ta liable to 
become a m atter of impossibility to 
raise potatoes in the county. 
The lavages of the old-fashioned po­ 
tato Imp. the round fellow with the 
black aud yellow stripes, is as noth­ 
ing compared with the destruction this 
new visitor can and is doing. The uew 
ling averages over half an Inch in 
length, anil has a I wily in three parts. 
a head trod a neck. lM»rh of which are* 
small, aud a large lioily. It is strqicd 
brown and Mack, anti lins wings. 
th o u g h tile bug appears to desire using 
ids loug legs in running when disturb 
cd, to flying. 
A hundred or more of these hugs will 
gather on one plant, and they make 
short work of It. They strip the plant 
of its leaves, leave their refuse right 
on the stem. and it might also lie said 
they bredi while they are eating. They 
are clannish and live together 
Iii 
swarm s, but at the rate they at it 
would not take them loug to go through 
a big potato patch. 
Fnlike the old hug it will not touch 
poison. Mr. Guiluiartin has tried {laris 
green and other methods of getting rid 
of the bug. but as soon as the poison 
is sprinkled on the plant the insect 
so o ts off and makes tracks for an ­ 
other plant. Mr. Guiluiartin soon found 
that the poison remedy was ineffective, 
and as he is at a loss as to how to get 
rid of the bugs lie has practically turu- 
i*d over to them the field of potatoes. 
Ile discovered them only a day or two 
ago. but since then their number has 
don! J cd. mid 
they 
have destroyed 
nearly an acre* of potatoes. 
The old hug Is Inactive anti is cosily 
gotten at. but this one can run swiftly, 
and he takes to his legs as soon as he 
is disturbed. This is tile ouiy place in 
which the insect has yet been seen. 
Mr. Guiluiartin has never seen or heard 
of anything like it liefore. and he is 
very desirous of having nil investiga­ 
tion of th e insect made in tile hope 
that some means of effectually destroy­ 
ing It can lie discovered. Should tho 
bug once get a foothold on the truck 
farm s in the county -potato planting 
would certainly suffer seriously. It has 
lieen suggested th at the Truck Grow­ 
ers' association take the m atter In 
hand and sci* if the entomological de­ 
part men t a t W ashington will not give 
his bugsliip a little study, with a view 
to eradicating him. It is very evident 
that it will not be loug liefore some­ 
thing will have to lie done, for the in­ 
sects are* multiplying rapidly, aud their 
equals in the quick work of destroying 
a plant have never lieen seen any­ 
where. in this section at least.—Savan­ 
nah (Gad News.

It was a foregone conclusion that Mc­ 
Kinley would be nominated by the pentup 
enthusiasm of the friends of the Ohio

speech of Baldwin of Council Bluffs, nom­

It wa* 6:15 when Senator Lodge made the 
motion that the convention proceed to the 
nomination of a vie# president, and that 
speeches be limited to five minutes. There 
*o little interest in the second place, 
or so prevalent an appeal for dinner, that 
la five minutes the galleries bad been de­ 
serted by two-thirds ot the scat-bolder*. 
Samuel Fessenden of Connecticut was rec­ 
ognized to nominate Gov. Buckety, bot the 
convention bad exhausted its enthusiasm so 
tyat the mention of the name of McKinley 
failed to draw a hand-clap. At the end of 
the five mlnntes the crowd called "time" 
enthusiastically, and the roll call proceeded 
until New Jersey was reached, when dele­ 
gates begau to cry "Hobart." G. L. Ho­ 
bart was nominated by Franklin Fort of 
Newark. He spoke aa follows: 
"I rise to present to this convention the 
claims of New Jersey to the vice presi­ 
dency. We come because we feel that we 
can, for the first time in our history, bring 
to you a promise that our electoral vote 
will be cast for your nominees, lf you 
comply with our request this promise will 
surely be redeemed. 
For 
forty 
years, 
through the blackness of darkness of n uni­ 
versally triumphant Democracy, the Repub­ 
licans of New Jersey have retained their 
organization and fought aa valiantly as if 
the outcome were to be assured victory. 
Only twice through all this long period has 
the ann shone In upon us. In ISH. for the 
first time since the Republican party came 
into existence, we sent to congress a solid 
delegation of eight Republicans and elected 
a Republican to the United States senate.

There 
world seem to lie lait one way and 
that it to plant trees. Happily these 
grow quickly on the prairie, but on the 
other hand they are short lived; lienee 
it will not do to place reliance upon a 
single grove. A younger one should 
tx* coming on. The groves that shelter 
cattle will probably not live so long as 
those which are not thus used, and this 
is another reason why tho sole de­ 
pendence should not be {Hit upon one 
grove. Of course there are other ways 
of providing shade, but these are not 
so cheap nor are they so practicable. 
The reference here la to sheds built of 
poles and covered with straw . These 
of course need not of necessity be 
costly, but they will be more costly in 
the end than groves.—Northwestern 
Farm er.

The lnenilierH of 
the const m et Ion gang hail to be as ex- 
jiert as axmen as they were* as line­ 
men, for when timber was eiieoiinter­ 
m'd a path of 2**0 feet on each side of 
the line had to be cleared in order that 
wires might not In* broken when trees 
iwere blown down by tile terrific blasts 
iwhich at times prevail in that region. 
I A great ileal of tin* comparative 
slowness of the Installation was owing

inns {mint the wires were strong at nu 
(elevation of 12,000 feet above the tea 
level.

It was 
pfteu necessary to blast a hole for the 
wile by the use of giant powder, and 
til ex-miner, who had had nu exten- 
ive experience with explosives, was 
assigned to the job. 
The digging of one {Mile hole would 
s ometimes occupy a whole day, work­ 
ing honestly. Over .’I* hi pounds of po ic­ 
ier were used ou the line for this pur- 
iose. When the continental divide was 
peached the [Hiles had to bo abandoned 
trad the wires were placed iii a sub- 
jmnrinc cable, which was buried in a 
L'-foot trench for a distance of 7,60ft 
feet. The advisability of abandoning 
(aerial construction at this point was 
dem onstrated by the experience of the 
•company that maintains the D enier 
aud Leadville Hue. At one point on 
that line, Mosquito puss, the poles 
were originally set 7ft feet apart. As 
soon as the wires were covered with 
sleet they promptly snapped, and tho 
line was useless. Double the number 
of poles were then used with the same 
result. The space lietween the poles 
was then reduced to 25 feet, but as 
soon as the sleet came the line was 
swept down fiat. Eventually an un­ 
derground cable was kl Id for two aud 
a half miles, uml there has bien no 
trouble since.—Denver Field aud K una

Dr. Kotz, a Russian surgeon, Is said 
to liavc noticed that when a light fa­ 
tigues the sight, tile eye seeks repose 
in a wink, aud that the more tiresome 
is the light the more frequent is the 
winking. On the strength of this ob­ 
servation he set about comparing the 
tiresomeness of different lights by 
counting the winks; and he found tha‘t 
with a candle the eye winked 6.8 times 
a minute; with gas, 2.8 limo*; with 
daylight. 2.2 times, and with electric 
light, 1.8 times. This seems rather 
hard on daylight; but whether or not 
tile figures are souud. Dr. Hots lins at 
all events started a point which it is 
well worth while to investigate fur­ 
ther. Ooulists say that the increasing 
use of artificial light la responsible for 
a very large proportion of eye diseases, 
not alone from its direct affect on the 
eye. but from Its influence on the gen­ 
eral health.

K p re Ii of th® C olorado S ra a to r W ith - 
tiro tr io s F ro m ta® F o rty 
Splinter Teller, as lie stood on the plat­ 
form to make his Anni proposition to th* 
Republican party against the adoption of 
a gold Stoddard policy, waa a striking 
figure. Tall, gaunt, he wore the old-fash­ 
ioned frock coat of the old time states 
man. His face is deep furrowed with lines 
of thought, aud no one who beheld him 
as he stood aud surrendered all his old 
association* for a deep conviction on s 
single topic, doubted his honesty of pur­ 
pose. Ilia face la thin, bis eye grey and 
his forehead high. His beard and hair 
are iron grey, the hair brushed straight 
back from his forehead and failing back­ 
ward like a cataract. He was evidently 
deeply aroused by 
the 
emotions 
that 
stirred him. sud bis gestures at times were 
almost tierce. But his general tone was 
one of sadness and regret. He waa given 
a most respectful hearing by the delegates, 
but except for those sympathising, there 
was no demonstration on the floor In the 
early part of hit address. The galleries, 
however, were at times vociferous, and 
when he asserted the power of the United 
States to control their own affairs without 
dictation from Europe In the matter of 
finance or anything else, many of the dele­ 
gates were drawn into the display of en­ 
thusiasm by the wild tumult about them, 
hut the Colorado senator made no effort 
at dramatic effect. 
He spoke in clear, 
ringing toues, which have so often re­ 
sounded through the halls of the United 
States senate. It was not until toward 
the close of hlj speech that he became 
beth Impressive and pathetic. His review 
of his long service in the party viaibly 
affected bim. As he realized the stop he 
was about to take, he drew himself to­ 
gether for a final appeal, and declared, 
with an earnestness that impressed those 
who heard him. that in his opinion the 
morality, the religion and the salvation of 
the country were at atake. He spoke as 
follows: 
I will not attempt to Inflict upon you a 
discussion of Hie great financial Question 
which is dividing the people, not only of 
this country, but of the world. The few 
momenta allotted to me by the convention 
will not enable me to do more than stat# 
In the briefest possible manner our objec­ 
tions to the financial plank proposed for 
our consideration. I am a practical (Baa 
and I recognize the conditions existing la 
this convention, foreshadowed as they were 
by the action of the committee selected by 
the rcnresentatlves assembled from the dif­ 
ferent states. This plank or the proposl 
tlon was presented to the whole committee 
and by it rejected. 
loyalty to my own 
opinion and consideration for the great in­ 
terest that Is felt in this country compels 
me iu the face of unusual difficulties to pre­ 
sent this plank for your consideration, not 
with that bounding hope or with that cour­ 
age that I have presented this In other 
bodies with greater measure of success 
than I can hope for bere. The great and 
supreme importance of this question la 
alone my excuse for the few words that I 
shall say to you. I represent a state that 
produces silver, but I want to say to you 
here and now that ray advocacy Is not in 
the slightest degree Influenced by that fact. 
I contend for It because I believe there can 
In* no souud financial system in the coun­ 
try or the world that does not recognize 
this principle. I contend for it because 
Mnce 1873, when It was ruthlessly stricken 
from our statutes, there has been a con­ 
tinued depreciation cf all products of hu­ 
man labor and human energy. I contend 
for it because lu this year of *96 the Amer­ 
ican people are In greater distress than 
they ever were In their history. I contend 
for it because this is in my Judgment the 
great weight, the great Incubus that bas 
weighed down enterprises and destroyed 
prices in this favored land of ours. I con­ 
tend for it because I believe the welfare 
of my country la dependent on it. I con­ 
tend for it hee*use I believe the civilisation 
of the world Is to be determined by the 
rightful or the wrongful solution of this 
financial question. 
I am to’.enant of those who differ front 
me. I act from my judgment, enlightened 
as beet I have been able to enlighten It by 
my years of stqdy and my years of thought. 
Iii my judgment the American people la 
the whole line of their history have never 
been called upon to settle a question of 
greater importance to them than this. The 
great contest in which many of you partici­ 
pated. whether we should have two flags or 
one, was not more Important to the Amer­ 
ican people than the question of a proper 
solution of what shall be the money sys­ 
tem of this land. 
I tried to show that this was not a 
question of politics, but a question of prin­ 
ciples. 
It Is not a mere Idle thing, but 
one on which hangs the happiness, the 
prosperity, the morality and the Inde­ 
pendence of American labor and American 
producers. (Applause.) Confronted for the 
•rat time la the history of this glorious 
party of ours, confronted for the first 
time with a danger of a financial question, 
that lu my judgment will be destructive 
of all the great Interests of tlgls laud, we 
are called upon to give t* this provision of 
»our platform our adhesion or rejection. 
Hr. President, I do not like to say un 
kind or unfriendly things, nnd I will touch 
fafr a moment and enly a moment 
th* dbjfct of this provision of oar p 
form.

It wa* a bimetallic party in Its orlgiu, lu 
all Its history.

It declared for a single 
gold standard, lit 1888 we carried the Mate 
that I lien* represent for the Republican 
nominee; we carried It on a bimetallic 
plat font!

Republican state from the bour of Its ad­ 
mission. It has kept lu the senate Repub­ 
lican senators, and iu the house Republi­ 
can members.

Gentlemen of the convention, you will 
have no bimetallic agreement with all 
the great commercial nations of the world 
and it cannot be obtained. So this means 
a declaration (hat this country is to be 
put upon th e gold standard for all time. 
Do you believe that Great Britain, that 
great commercial nation of (he world, our 
powerful 
competitor in 
comm *r>*® and 
trade, will ever agree to opec her mints to 
the coinage of sliver, or that we shall open 
ours? We are the greatest nation of the 
world. Great Britain Is the great creditor. 
We pay every year millions and hundreds 
of millions of dollars as Income on her 
Investments In this country on her loaus. 
The 
gold 
standard, 
In 
my Judgment, 
lowers prices and decreases values. 
And 
she buys of us millions and millions more 
than she sells as. 
8he buys upon a gold 
standard, a lower and depredating stand­ 
ard. 
How long do you think It will be 
before she will agree to a system of values 
that raise* the price of the products of our 
mines in this country? It Is a solemn dec­ 
laration that the Republican party Intends 
to maintain low prices and stagnated busi­ 
ness for all time to come. 
There is a beautiful provision In this plat­ 
form about the tariff. I subscribe to that. 
(Applause and cheers 
from 
ail over the 
house). I believe in a 
protective 
tariff. 
(More applause.) I have advocated It for 
forty years (applause), but It la my wol?mn 
conviction that a protective tariff cannot 
be maintained on a gold standard. Under 
existing conditions, we undoubtedly have 
the gold standard.

preparation and careful study for twenty 
yearn, bears me out and puts me la accord 
with them, and I woald be truant to my 
trust if I failed to protest here and lf 
failed when the Republican party makes 
this one of the tenets of Its faith, to sever 
my connection with that party (applause 
sad cries of no). 
Mr. President. I ask your penaisoon to 
soy a few things personal to myself, 
and when I have said them, having told 
you what m y-conscience demands that 
should do, I will leave this question for 
your consideration. Do you. suppose that 
myiie * or any of my associates who act with 
me and take the same view of this ques- 
ton that I do; do you suppose that we can 
take this step without distress? Do you 
suppose that we could take It for any per­ 
sona1 advantage or say honor that could be 
conferted upon us? We say it is a ques­ 
tion of duty. You may nominate In this 
convention any man you choose; if you 
nominate on the right kind of a platform I 
will vote for him. You may take any inetli 
ods to nominate blin that you see proper 
I will defer to your judgment and supitort 
him. lf the platform ta a right one; but 
whoa you ask me to surrender to you my 
principles, as an honest man. I cannot do 
that. I realize what it will cost na. 
realize that the contumely that will be 
heaped upon us; but, my fellow citizens, 
have been through this before,—before the 
political party to which you belong had a 
being. I have advocated a cause more un 
popular than the silver cause. I have stood 
for the doctrine of free homes and free 
speech. I ant used to detraction; I am 
used to abuse and I have bad It heaped up­ 
on me, without stint. When the Republl 
can party waa organised I was there. With 
Its distinguished leaders, its distinguished 
men of forty years, I have been lu close 
communion aud close friendship. I have 
shared in Its honors, and In Its few defeats 
and disasters. Do you think that we can 
sever our connection with a party like this 
unless It be a matter of duty—a duty to 
all people of this great land? (applause). 
Mr. President, et he re are few men In a 
political party that have been honored more 
than I have by the people In the state In 
which I live. There are few men lu this 
convention or any where else who bavo 
been connected with this organization long­ 
er than I. There are few men who bavo 
been more active aud none in It, no, not 
one, who baa been more attached to the 
great principles of this party than I have 
been, and and you cannot go out of It 
without heart- burnings aud a feeling that 
no man can appreciate who bas not en­ 
dured it; yet I cannot before my country 
and my God agree to that provision that 
shall put upon this country a gold stand­ 
ard and I will not. (Great applause.) 
(More.) 
And I do not care what may be the result. 
If It takes me out of political life, I will 
go out with a feeling that at least I main­ 
tain my consistency and my manhood and 
that my conscience is cleur and that my 
country will have no right to find fault 
with me. (Cheers.) 
I beg your pardon for saying things so 
personal, but yet, if a personal act that 
to some Impi lea perfidy aud dishonor Is 
about to be taken, I think It but just to 
myself and my associates that I should 
proclaim to you that we take this step 
not in anger, not in pique, not because 
we dislike the nomiuee prospectively or 
otherwise, but because that our consciences 
require, as honest men, that we should 
make tbia sacrifice, for sacrifice we feel 
that It la. 
Thanking yon, gentlemen, for your kind 
attention, retiring from you as I do, per­ 
haps never again to have sn opportunity 
of addressing a Republican convention, I 
cannot do It without saying that after all 
I have In my heart a hope—nay, I bavo 
an expectation—that lf you 
should 
be 
foolish enough to adopt this platform and 
force us t«* leave you, better counsel will 
some time prevail, and ultimately, on a 
true Republican platform, sustaining Re­ 
publican principles, I will have the privi­ 
lege of again addressing you.

Edward Paul and Jacob Hayes, resi­ 
dents of Wyoming, were the men mur­ 
dered by the robbers, and Dr. Burn­ 
side Foster of B t Paul was at the 
same time severely beaten. 
The m urder occurred a t I o’clock in 
the morning. 
Dr. Foster's family is 
spendiug the summer at Osceola Mills, 
a short distance from Wyoming, anti 
hoffireceired a telegram announcing the 
serious indisposition of 
Mrs. Foster. 
It was then too late for him to get a 
train ou the rood leading directly to 
the MJlls, aud he went to Wyoming on 
the S t Paul & Duluth night train, ex­ 
pecting to drive across the country. 
* ;k* Duluth train arrives a t Wyoming 
at 12:40 a t night, and it was on time. 
Dr. Foster was the only passenger to 
alight there. 
He had bc«n informed 
by the conductor on the way up that 
lie would be able to secure the ser­ 
vices of a young than who conducted a 
restaurant directly opposite the depot, 
and upon alighting from the train he 
went across the road to the restaurant. 
He was just concluding negotiations 
with the men to drive him to Osceola 
Mills when the door opened and three 
men, with the lower portion of luelr 
faces hidden with red handkerchiefs, 
walked iii and commanded the three 
men to hold up their hands. 
One of 
the robbers then stepped out of the 
door to aet as a guard, while the otber 
tTvo bad the three men covered with 
revolvers. One of the robbers then be­ 
gan to search Dr. Foster, when the 
latter grappled the robber and shouted 
for help. The other robber then opened 
fire and killed Paul and Jacobs. 
He 
then assisted his companion in tue lat- 
ter’s tight with Foster. Both beat the 
doctor into insensibility, end after 
taking about $75 from bis pocket, the 
robbers escaped. 
The village 
was soon 
aroused, a 
special train was sent from St. Paul 
with physicians and Dr. Foster was 
brought here. H e is badly burt but not 
seriously injured. Posses were a t once 
organized aud 
search 
was made in 
every direction. 
During the day the three robbers 
were 6een walking along the railroad 
track near Long Branch. W hen they 
saw the posse they ran Into a swamp 
near by. 
They were called upon to 
surrender, but replied with a volley of 
shots. 
The posse returned the fire 
and two of the men,.one dead and the 
other Injured, fell. 
The third man 
thereupon surrendered. 
The injured 
man made a confession, in which he 
said that the dead man’s name was 
Wilson. 
He said that his own name 
was Cunningham and that Kelly was 
the name of the third man. 
H e.said 
that he was the man who stood guard, 
th at Wilson was toe one' who grappled 
with Foster and that Kelly was the 
one who did all the shooting. 
The 
men were taken to Stillw ater for safe 
keeping. 
Immediately after the mur­ 
der in tho restaurant Gov, Clough of­ 
fered a reward of $300 for the arrest 
and conviction of the robbers. 
The coroner’s Jury held an inquest 
over the body of tbe dead robber and 
returned a verdict that “death was 
caused by lead poisoning inflicted by 
persons unknown.” 
The bodies of Paul and Jacobs were 
taken to Hudson, Wis., their former 
home, for burial.

ney early this xveek, The dispatches 
contain the full reports of the consul 
general upon the Cuban situation, and 
are of extremely sensational chararter. 
In Hie dispatches there are two quite 
distinct documents, 
the one wholly 
confidential and. for the personal in­ 
formation of President Cleveland, and 
the other a clear, frank exposition of 
the situation in the island at the pres­ 
ent time. 
W ith the greatest candor, 
the representative of the United States 
iii H avana describes the existing con­ 
ditions of affairs in Cuba. I have seen 
Consul General Lee to-day, and, not­ 
withstanding his 
extreme 
reticence 
and his refusal to reply to questions 
in relation especially to his confidential 
report to President Cleveland, I ani 
justified in drawing the conclusion 
that this document is of tremendous 
importance to the United States and to 
Spain. So strong is it, in fact, that its 
contents may, it is hinted, be made the 
basis of armed intervention in Cuban 
affairs on the part of the adm inistra­ 
tion at W ashington immediately.

I'R ave been practically out of 
politics for four years and there are 
now many Eastern

party. I shall not assume any position 
of leadership. My decision to stay waa 
simply based tm the duty of every per­ 
son who believes in the party for its 
principles, to stay by and lend his aid 
and take his chances when the great 
crisis is upon the Democratic party. 
Fundam ental differences of principle 
exist inside the party, marked almost 
by sectional lines. 
“The great question, to my mind, is 
whether the party meets in convention 
now as in 1800, with issues and differ­ 
ences that are for the moment irrecon- 
ciiiable. 
For the past fifteen years 
leaders of public opinion in the South 
and W est haxrfc been advocating aa 
the great remedy for existing ills the 
free coinage of silver at IO to I, with 
or xvithout the co-operation of other 
nations. 
“It has come to believed In, there, 
quite generally and conscientiously. A 
large majority of the delegates to the 
coming Democratic convention have 
been elected by the people for the pur­ 
pose of 
Incorporating 
that doctrine 
into tile platform of the Democratic 
party. 
“Our people, on the other hand, en­ 
tirely disagree xvith these views, and 
believe almost universally that It will 
bring general ruin to the business and 
prosperity of the country. It is deemed 
a new doctrine when it is proposed to 
be incorporated into the platform of 
the national Democracy. It is true that 
In no previous platform of the party 
can It be specifically found. 
Conse­ 
quently no party 
obligations hereto­ 
fore assumed oblige them to subscribe 
to it. 
Under these circumstances, if 
the results of the Democratic conven 
tion should be to establish as the issue 
of this campaign the free coinage of 
silver at a ratio of IO to I independent 
of other nations, in the intensity of 
feeling likely to arise, it is to be seri 
ously apprehended 
that a disruption 
of the Democratic party might occur. 
Certainly, 
no substantial following

Every national

of the double standard at the present 
time Is not a question of desire; it is a 
question of ability. 
The commercial 
value of silver has fled ired greatly in 
the markets of tho world. 
“W hatever tho causes are nnd who­ 
ever is to blame, the fact is that silver 
has declined, oaf. free coinage now at 
IO to I is the F"T,e ce our offering for 
all the silver iii tho world about twice 
what it is selliug for in the market. 
International exchanges have to be 
paid in gold, and it would seem plain 
that lf we, 
under 
these conditions, 
open our mints to the free coinage of 
silver and geld at a ratio of compara­ 
tive value which is largely in variance 
with the commercial value of the two 
metals, we must take the entire silver 
surplus ourselves, m aintain its parity 
xvith gold, or else we shall go to a sil­ 
ver basis.”

W here the winters are 
short they will most unquestionably be 
more useful titan where the ground is 
frozen during nearly half the year, for 
as long as the ground is open tho 
swine can dig them for themselves.

How can we ex­ 
pect that a bushel of wheat will buy 
more goods,if measured by silver dollars, 
when it is found that in countries which 
have rtways had the silver standard 
wheat brings no mare than in Assarion?
